Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicants argument on page 3 
that Ivie provides no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In 
this case, one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that it is desirable to modify an appliance's power state detection circuitry such 
that the headphone plug of the appliance can be used as originally intended. In addition, by modifying Kamon's detection circuitry as 
taught by Ivie, Kamon's invention still remains satisfactory for its intended purpose, which is a consideration when combining references. 
On pages 3-4, the applicant argues that "it is impermissible to pick and choose from a reference only that which will support a 
determination of obviousness while disregarding what a reference teaches in its entirety" and further argues that "Ivie teaches directly 
against a system having a hand-held remote control that is configurable." The examiner respectfully disagrees. First, the applicant's 
invention only calls for a "control device", not a hand-held remote control. Consequently, Ivie's hand-held transmitter 230, signal 
universal transmitter 106, and receiver 160 are all control devices for controlling various appliances. Ivie teaches that universal 
transmitter 106 includes a library of infrared codes for several hundred appliances, wherein the library can be updated or changed (i.e., 
programmed) in any manner known in the art (see Col. 8, lines 20-51). And in Col. 11, lines 29-36, Ivie discloses that "hand-held 
transmitter 230 can be programmed to control many more devices than represented in FIGS. 5A-H...[and] can be configured to allow 
downloading of infrared codes into its internal memory (via infrared or electrical link) to allow the infrared codes for a large number of 
devices to be stored." 
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
